Chester I. Barnard, prominent 
communications

Service Organizations, met with

MANY PRESENT 


Fifteen officers from the army 
represented the military service. 
They comprised special service 
officers from Camp Young and 
tfie other desert training centers 
lying to the east of here. 
Representing the USO were 
Robert Wayne Burns, superinten­ 
dent of Southern California oper­ 
ations, Lawrence Johnson, USO 
west coast representative of mo­ 
bile service, R. H. Gosson, of the 
USO desert mobile service, and 
William Dean, chairman of the 
Palm Springs USO. 


TELLS OF WORK 


Mr. Gossum gave a brief ac­ 
count of the beginnings and the 
development of desert work, de­ 
scribing the difficulty in obtain­ 
ing 
equipment and 
personnel 
willing and physically able to 
meet conditions under which they 
were required to serve. 
The service most appreciated 
by the troops is motion pictures, 
he said. The nightly showings 
range from audiences of 200 to 
many thousand. Probably 10,000 
men see motion pictur shows 
nightly, he said. The pictures 
have improved and, on the whole, 
are deemed very satisfactory. 


LETTERS COME NEXT 


Next in importance to motion 
pictures in the desert work, is 
distribution of writing materials. 
Vast quantities of writing mater­ 
ials are furnished each week, Mr. 
Gossum said. 
Music and distribution of mag­ 
azines, plays and important part, 
too. 
“It would seem that this desert 
mobile service requires the major 
consideration,” Mr. Gossum said. 
"The number of units should be 
substantially increased with con­ 
sequent increase in the number of 
pictures and operators. We have 
had the finest cooperation of all 
commanding officers.”

F. W. Watson 
Called After 
Long Illness 


Palm Springs lost one of its 
pioneer business men Tuesday of 
this week when death summon­ 
ed Fred W. Watson, founder and 
owner of the Indianoya and a for­ 
mer prominent horticulturist, at 
the age of 77 years. 
But few of the present business 
firms were active here when Mr. 
Watson designed and built the 
Indianoya, an Indian trading post 
known to almost every Palm 
Springs visitor and which has 
become a Village landmark, at 
234 North Palm Canyon drive. 


GAINED WIDE FAME 


Before coming to the southland, 
Mr. Watson gained international 
fame as a grower of apple and 
pear seedlings and there are few 
old apple orchards in the United 
States and Canada which are not 
from Watson’s seedlings. His pro­ 
duct was shipped to Europe and 
Asia, too. His nursery was in 
Kansas. 
About 25 years ago he retired 
from this business and moved to 
Long Beach. Being interested in 
Indian lore and crafts, he made 
many trips into the desert and 
about 15 years ago, after several 
visits here, he decided to make 
Palm Springs his home and built 
the Indianoya. 


ILL FOR SOME TIME 


On February 22, this year, he 
and Mrs. Watson quietly observ­ 
ed their 50th wedding annivers­ 
ary. He had been ill at that tim e 
for some months. 
Besides his widow, he is su r­ 
vived by a daughter, Mrs. Altha

Minor Defects Council Meets 
In Raid Sirens 
Found in Tests 


Air raid sirens in Palm Springs 
were given their first test in more 
than a year Wednesday noon and 
minor defects found in two of the 
warning horns have been reme­ 
died, Fire Chief Bill Leonesio re­ 
ported 
today. 
The tests were 
made under the auspices of the 
Civilian D e f e n s e council of 
which Earl Gibbs is director. 
The three sirens in the warn­ 
ing system, one at the north end 
of the Village, one at the fire sta­ 
tion and the third at the south 
end were all tested for one min­ 
ute at noon Wednesday. 


ONE GENERALLY HEARD 


Reports showed that the south 
end siren was generally heard in 
that area but that the central and 
northern warnings were missed 
by some. Chief Leonesio believes 
that if the test had been for two 
minutes instead of one, all sirens 
would have been generally heard. 
The extra heavy rains of this 
spring, almost three times normal, 
and excess moisture, caused min­ 
or defects in the central and 
south sirens. 


DEFECTS REMEDIED 


These 
have 
been 
remedied, 
Chief Leonesio said, and all three 
sirens are now in full working 
order. 
Further tests will be ordered as 
needed, he indicated. 
Tests of the telephone circuits 
in the central center at the fire 
station found all in good order 
there, Mr. Gibbs said. 


In Important 
Session April 7 


After a lapse of three weeks, 
city council will meet next Wed­ 
nesday, April 7, at the city coun­ 
cil chamber, in what promises to 
be an important session. 
Many items of interest are on 
the agenda, chief of which is the 
expected announcement by May­ 
or Frank V. Shannon on his de­ 
sire to step out of office after 14 
years of public service to Palm 
Springs.

Mayor Shannon has made no 
statement since he surprised the 
council and audience at the meet­ 
ing on March 17 by announcing 
that, after long service to the 
city, he would like to resign.

Uses Women Track 


Maintenance Gangs 


Southern Pacific announced to­ 
day that a number of all-women 
track maintenance gangs have 
been organized at various points 
on its Pacific lines, as the latest 
move to help relieve a serious 
shortage of male track laborers. 
Formation of the feminine 
track crews followed the rail­ 
road’s recent launching of a wide 
spread campaign to recruit stud­ 
ents and businessmen for week­ 
end track labor. Recruitment of 
the “white collar” men is produc­ 
ing thousands of Saturday and 
Sunday workers, but the total 
extra manpower thus made avail­ 
able still falls far short of re­ 
quirements. Formation of the 
full-time women gangs, railroad 
officials stated, will help further 
in relieving the problem of keep­ 
ing tracks in shape for the hand­ 
ling of the heavy volume of vital 
war traffic, although a pressing 
need still exists for thousands of 
additional full-time male track 
laborers. 
Largest of the new women 
groups is at Watsonville, Califor­ 
nia, where some 35 housewives 
have patriotically traded their 
brooms and dustcloths for picks 
and shovels for the duration, and 
are doing what veteran section 
foremen say is an excellent job. 
Many of the ladies have hus­ 
bands, sons or brothers in the 
armed services. 
Working alongside male section 
gangs, they handle the lighter 
variety of jobs such as remov­ 
ing excess ballast from between 
the rails, unloading sand and dis­ 
tributing tie plates, spikes and 
bolts. Still reserved for the men 
are such matters as changing out 
ties and renewing rails. 
Other women section gangs are 
doing similar work on Southern 
Pacific tracks in Oregon and Ari­ 
zona.

Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The Smithsonian Institute is 
not generally accused of deliber­ 
ate humor, but the current cata­ 
log of government publications 
lists, for that Institute, a booklet 
on “Coleóptera” (beetles to you) 
and next on the list a booklet on 
“Japanese.” Apparently the Japs 
are Insects at the Smithsonian, 
and rightly so, I’d say. 
There are two hot issues before 
us now. both of which I should 
rise to remark about in this col­ 
umn. One is the pay-as-you-go 
plan of taxation, sometimes called 
the Ruml plan, sometimes other 
things less printable. It is very 
complicated, and e m p h a s i z e s 
more than ever the problem be­ 
fore any legislator. State or Na­ 
tional. The people at home talk 
and write about theories and 
plans, but we vote on the actual 
bills before us. Sometimes these 
bills are different from the theo­ 
ries, and the legislator must 
therefore choose the bill which 
most nearly approaches the the­ 
ory he supports of the plan in 
which his people believe. 
This is the Ruml plan situation. 
We have two main bills and 
many amendments. I shall vote 
for a pay-as-you-go plan; I shall 
vote for the best amendment to 
prevent creating wealth in war­ 
time; I shall vote to impose the 
least burden on the smaller tax­ 
payers, and then on the final vote 
I shall vote for the bill which, 


after the verbal battles arc over, 
best approaches these ends. 
The most interesting news at 
the moment is about the start oi 
an effort to crystallize the feeling 
of the people on post-war agree­ 
ments. Four Senators introduced 
a resolution; twenty-six of the 
new Republicans, fresh from con­ 
tacts with their people, say, in 
much more dignified language, 
“Go to it gentlemen, we’re with 
you!” How many people in the 
United States today, really know 
what is meant by the “Atlantic 
Charter” or by the trade treaties 
of the Four Freedoms or the post; 
war agreements, already being 
made among the nations of this 
world? Is the United States to be 
greeted, as it has after other 
wars, with the familiar greeting 
of Tex Guinan in her night club: 
“Hello, sucker!” These 26 men 
and women, and I’m one of them, 
want to know now what this vic­ 
tory will bring the world and 
what it will bring the United 
States; we want to know if we 
are to have some post-war fan­ 
ciful world order, or a post-war 
practical police to handle inter­ 
national gangsters, just as we 
handle local gangsters in the self- 
respecting communities. I want a 
self-respecting world again. 
Even in the heat of war, and 
with the nations at grips with the 
enemy, some of the nations are 
making treaties among them­ 
selves, and more than one nation 
is openly or quietly looking to-

But anyone who has ever watched soldiers and 
sailors when the mail arrives knows that what the 
man in service wants most is to hear from the 
folks back home and to know what is going on in 
the world he left behind him.

And 
if he’s where you can send him a package of home­ 
made food, or a carton of cigarettes, do that, too.

Jittery Berlin! 
American and British troops, preparing for in­ 
vasion of the continent, stage'd a “trial offensive’’ 
sham battle of such realistic character in England 
last week that German planes, spotting the opera­ 
tions, alarmed Berlin with reports that the long ex­ 
pected attack was actually under way. As a con­ 
sequence, the German radio immediately broadcast 
a frantic story that “The Allies are massing for 
some audacious attempt on the continent”—and 
the Nazis shiveed fo days, waiting for the sound of 
gunfire. Actually, of course, the final offensive 
against Nazidom hasn’t yet begun, but the panic of 
Hitler’s gangsters is quite understandable. 
Berlin has reason to be jittery. There’s a day 
of reckoning coming, not far distant, when the men 
who started this diabolical attempt to enslave free 
people and destroy every decent standard of civi­ 
lization, must stand trial—if they live that long— 
before a tribunal of the United Nations. In the 
meantime, they pace their rooms like condemned 
men, waiting for the day of execution. We can un­ 
derstand their alarm, even if we have no sympathy 
for them. 


Our Fighting Farmers 
The American armer, like the American soldier, 
is a two-fisted, hard-bitten, plain-spoken chap, 
who kicks and gripes when he doesn’t like the way 
things are going, but who stays in there plugging 
and doing the impossible, even when he is growling 
the loudest about the blankety-blank so-and-so’s 
back in Washington who have messed up his busi­ 
ness. The Nazis and Japs, not understanding this 
curiously American trait, were undoubtedly non­ 
plused by the report of the Federal Crop Reporting 
Service to Secretary of Agiculture Wickard a few 
days ago that our farmers are planning to plant ten 
million more acres of food this year than last.

Guayule Planting on 
Large Farm in Pass Is 
Nearing Completion 
Planting of guayule on the 12,000 acre Phillips ranch in the Pass 
between Banning and Beaumont is now in full swing and will be 
completed before the first of May when orchardisls are in need of 
laborers for harvesting their crops. 
Several interested resident of'i> 
Palm Springs have v i s i t e d 
the project and watched the 
complicated planting machines 
putting the small plants in the 
ground. Three four-row planters 
are now being used on the pro­ 
ject with one man and eight 
women working on each. The 
man does the driving and the 
women the planting. There are 
slots at equal distance from each 
other on the wheels and as a slot 
passes, one of the women places a 
small plant in it When the slot 
reaches the ground, the guayule 
is planted and the wheels press 
it down. 
The planters do only about 90 
percent perfect work so two 
Mexican boys follow each ma­ 
chine and replant those imper­ 
fectly planted. 
Before planting was started, a 
machine, known as a chisel, was 
used over the entire 12,000 acres. 
This machine goes down for a 
distance of 24 inches to break up 
the ground and prepare it for 
planting.

weeks for the plant to take root 
and James Kyle, superintendent 
on the project, pointed out to the 
visitors the amount of growth 
plants, that had been in the 
ground three weeks, had made. 
All nearby labor is being used 
on the project, Kyle told visitors. 
The only man not local is one of 
the foremen. He is a man with 
whom Kyle had worked in Okla­ 
homa. There are 33 Pass women 
working. Kyle is anxious to work 
with nearby ranchers to solve 
the labor problem. He needs al­ 
most no help during the summer 
months, when the fruit harvest 
is in progress, since the weeds 
will be treated with a spray ma­ 
chine. When the fruit harvest is 
over, it will be time to cultivate 
the guayule and some of the 
fruit workers can be employed. 
Any additional help needed on 
the guayule project during the 
summer months, will be imported 
so no local people, who can work 
in the fruit harvest, will be taken 
from it. 
The International Rubber plant 
at Salinas has been taken over 
by the government, Kyle said. It 
produces about one-half ton of 
crude rubber per acre from six 
year old plants. The plants will 
be harvested on the local project 
when they are 18 montns old. 
They will be pulled up as there 
is as much rubber in the part of 
the plant below the ground as in 
that above. Kyle expects to get 
less than half the amount of rub­ 
ber obtained from the six year 
old plants. 
RAIN DAMAGE 
Much damage resulted to the 
planting from the three hard 
rains this spring, Kyle said. 
About one-third of the newly 
planted acreage had to be re­ 
planted after the first rain, about 
one-half after the second, and 
the third did considerable more 
damage. A group of army engin­ 
eers are now surveying to find a 
way to overcome erosion on the 
project.

tioning board, said today th at the 
man who eats his m eals in restau­ 
rants will get approxim ately the 
same average allowance of meats, 
cheeses, fats and butters and fish 
that the home consum er gets. 
“It is the OPA’s policy to make 
the per person allowance of res­ 
taurant eaters and home eaters as 
nearly as equal as possible. The 
procedure that restaurant owners 
follow in obtaining rationed com­ 
modities differs from th at which 
applies to home users. 
Provision has been m ade to 
give restaurants, hotels and in­ 
stitutional users emergency cer­ 
tificates enabling them to obtain 
quickly supplies of the newly ra­ 
tioned foods while the local war 
price and rationing boards are 
acting on their applications for 
food allotments. 
IN THREE GROUPS 


Restaurants are classified in 
three groups of “institutional us­ 
ers” of rationed foods. Group 1 is 
comprised mainly of sm all board­ 
ing houses; Group 2, of prisons, 
asylums and other institutions of 
involuntary 
confinement; 
a n d 
Group 3, of restaurants, hotels, 
hospitals, 
railway 
dining 
cars, 
drug store lunch counters and 
wayside refreshm ent stands. 
Group 
1 
institutional 
users 
(small boarding houses and sim­ 
ilar establishments) w ill obtain 
foods rationed under the meat 
and fats program in the same 
m anner that they obtain process­ 
ed foods under point rationing for 
those foods. The proprietor of a 
boarding house w ill use the red 
stam ps in the War Ration Books 
Two deposited with him by the 
people eating at his establishm ent 
in purchasing m eat and other 
foods rationed under the new 
program. 
Group 2 and group 3 institu­ 
tional users m ust apply to the lo­ 
cal w ar price and ration boards 
for allotm ents which w ill be is­ 
sued in the form of ration certif­ 
icates granting an a g g r e g a t e 
num ber of points to be used over 
the ration period for the pur­ 
chase of products rationed under 
the meat and fats program.

Men who have left farm 
work for other positions w ill be 
considered to have lost th eir sen­ 
iority in the agricultural industry 
and

who h ave recently 
taken farm jobs w ill have diffi­ 
culty in proving they are essen­ 
tial.

Dr. Paul Perigord, leader of the California Fighling French and 
Professor of French Civilization, University of California at Los 
Angeles, lectured at the Red Cross building, Tom ey General Hos­ 
pital, April 1 at 3:30, under the auspices of P. S. H. S. The subject 
of his lecture was "Factors of Victory in War and in Peace." 


Dr. Perigord attained the rank 
of C aptain in the French arm y 
during W orld W ar I, and was de 
corated w ith the Legion of Hon 
or and Cross of W ar for distin 
guished service. 


LECTURES HERE 


H e was sent to the United 
States as an Army instructor, and 
at the request of President W il­ 
son he lectured in every state of 
the Union. 
Since 
1925 he has 
been at U. C. L. A. In ¿923 he 
was an American representative 
of th e Committee on Intellectual 
Cooperation of the League of N a­ 
tions. He attended the Madrid 
m eeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations as official ob­ 
server in 1928. 
This was the third of a series 
of scheduled lectures at Torney 
G eneral Hospital. Dr. Robert A. 
Webb, last week, spoke on the 
subject of strategic m aterials in 
different parts of the world. Dr. 
Webb pointed out how many of 
the w orld’s major battles have 
been fought over the possession 
of sources of vitally needed m in­ 
erals.

At Once, Advice 


William A. Lippman. chairm an 
of the Palm Springs War Price 
ahd R ationing board, this week 
reiterated th e answ er to a ques­ 
tion which has been puzzling Vil­ 
lage housewives. 


"Red ration stamps, good for 
meat, butter, cheese, shorten­ 
ing and so on do NOT have to 
be used at the rate of 16 points 
a week." he said. 


"Red A, B, C and D stamps are 
all good u n til A pril 30. They go 
into effect 
on different dates, 
however. A is in effect now, B 
w ill be Sunday, C on April 11. 
D on April 18 and E on A pril 25. 
"So if a housewife w ants to 
use less now and save some of 
h er A, B, and C stamps for the 
end of the m onth when she ex­ 
pects the boy home on a furlough 
or some o th er company, she may. 
B ut one thing she can't do, she 
can't draw in advance on the 
stamps. A “C” stamp, say, can­ 
not be used before its due date 
which is A pril 11. 
"There’s only one hitch to the 
program —th e supplies have to be 
available 
w hen 
she 
w ants 
to 
spend her stam ps.”

LARGE SIZES DROP 


Sharpest came on the larger 
size cans o f fruit juices, grape­ 
fruit juice, for instance, in the 
46-oz. can size dropping from 23 
to 9 points. 
Changes in point values w ere 
based on 
sales during March. 
Those items which moved faster 
in relation to point values than 
other items, will take more points 
in April w hile those items w hich 
sold slowly, have a low er point 
value. The plan is to keep the 
consumer demand in line w ith 
available supplies. 
Soups, 
however, 
which 
sold 
slowly at the start of March but 
picked up 
later, 
w ill 
not 
be 
changed in point values. 


LARGE SUPPLY ON HAND 


OPA officials explained th at 
the removal of all dried and de­ 
hydrated foods from the rationed 
list was due to the large supply 
now 
available. 
Although 
they 
w ere given a point value of 0, 
they were still included on th e 
point chart, the OPA explaining 
th at next month they may be 
returned to the rationing list. 
Because the sm aller cans of 
processed foods weTe selling more 
rapidly than the larger sizes, the 
latter showed sm aller changes in 
point values w here the product 
w as 
increased 
and 
g r e a t e r 
changes w here point values de­ 
clined. 
The new point values becam e 
effective Monday. Up to W ednes­ 
day, A, B. C, D, E. and F stam ps 
w ere effective. A, B. and C blue 
stam ps expired March 31.
